Parsley, 
thyme,  mint,  and  other  herbs  should  be 
dried  in  the  wind,  out  of  the  sun,  and 
then  each  should  be  put  in  a  separate 
paper  bag,  and  hung  up  iu  the  kitchen. 
Where  apples,  pears  and  ohestnnts  are 
stored,  the  window  shdhld  be  left  open 
and  fruit  frequently  turned.  Too  much 
draught  makes  vegetables  withy ;  so  they 
should  be  Laid  on  stone  floors  behind  the 
door.  Potatoes  are  best  stocked  in  dry 
sand. 

The  date  when  each  article  is  stored 
snould  be  written  down  for  future  refer¬ 
ence,  so  that  proper  attention  may  be 
given  them.  Eggs  are  an  exception  to 
the  usual  'rule  respecting  organic  sub¬ 
stances.  They  cannot  be  treated  in  the 
same  way,  by  reason  of  their  structure, 
yet  it  is  impossible  to  avoid  keeping 
them  for  culinary  purposes.  They  are 
beet  preserved  by  being  washed  over 
with  a  solution  of  gum  and  packed  in  a 
box  of  bran,  which  is  to  be  turned  over 
every  day.

The  immigration  from 
Europe  during  the  year  has  been  much 
less  than  for  many  years  past.  The  re¬ 
ports  show  that  it  is  bnt  a  trifle  over 
100,000,  which  is  one  third  below  that  of 
last  year,  and  two-thirds  below  that  of 
1872. 

In  Great  Britain, „  the  year  was  un¬ 
eventful  until  the  Suez  canal  purchase  a 
few  weeks  ago.  This  is  the  moat  astute 
and  far-reaching  pieoe  of  statesmanship 
in  reoent  British  history.  By  it  Dis¬ 
raeli  has  at  once  confirmed  British  power 
and  his  own  hold  upon  power.  The 
Tory  party,  headed  by  Disraeli,  are  dis 
inclined  to.  &irifcjiuo  urthe  policy  of  do¬ 
mestic  change  orsmlerm  which  was  the 
main  chanuteriatic  of  Gladstone’s  ad¬ 
ministration;  out  nevertheless  they  have 
made  no  attempt  to  reverse  any  of  the 
important  measures  which  were  passed 
before  they  got  control  of  tho  govern¬ 
ment.  On  the  shipping  question  Dis¬ 
raeli  backed  down  before  the  demonstra¬ 
tions  of  Plimsoll,  and  on  the  fugitive 
slave  question  he  backed  down  before 
the  outcry  of  the  anti  slavery  party. 
The  most  picturesque  incident  of  Dis¬ 
raeli's  premiership,  next  to  the  Suez 
canal  affair,  is  the  East  Indian  tour  of 
the  Prince  of  Wales,  which  is  drawing 
to  a  close.  Gladstone  still  oontinues  his 
literary  war  upon  “  Vaticanism.”  Dis¬ 
raeli  has  piloted  the  government  safely 
through  the  various  foaeign  maneuvers 
and  complications  that  we  have  already 
mentioned,  and  his  supporters  claim 
•that  it  is  iiis  purpose  to  establish  a 
strong  foreign  policy  which  will  restore 
England  to  her  former  poaitiou  in  the 
world  at  large. 

In  France,  the  year  has  been  one  of 
remarkable  political  progress  on  the  Re¬ 
publican  side.  Tho  Republicans  are  in 
a  minority  in  the  assembly;  but  the  re¬ 
public  has  been  strengthened  by  almost 
every  step  the  assembly  has  taken.  The 
measures  that  tlfo  Monarchists  have 
passed  in  their  Own  interests  have  turn¬ 
ed  out  to  be  advantageous  for  the  Re¬ 
publicans.  A  majority  of  that  portion 
of  the  members  of  the  new  Senate  which 
the  assembly  had  to .  elect  were  Re¬ 
publicans,  aud  it  is  not  improbable  that 
a  majority  of  tho  other  members,  to  be 
otherwise  elected,  will  be  of  the  same 
political  faith.  Tho  Republicans  have 
just  failed  in  their  effort  to  raiso  the 
state  of  siege  in  thoso  departments  in 
whioh  it  vtill  exists,  and  the  severe  con¬ 
test  over  the  sertUin  de  lisle  resulted 
adversely  to  them.  There  is  no  ques¬ 
tioning  of  the  Luthority  of  President 
McMahon  by  any  party.  The  Legiti¬ 
mists  have  made  no  show  of  their  royal 
candidates  during  tho  year,  and  there 
have  been  no  Orleanist  intrigues  of  no¬ 
tice.  The  small  knot  of  Bonaportists  in 
the  assembly  are  ceaselessly  active,  bat 
they  seo  they  mnsfc  wait  for  their  oppor¬ 
tunity  in  the  future.  Thiers  and  Uam- 
bette  have  eon  tin  nod  in  their  places  os 
Republican  leaders.  There  are  many 
signs  that  the  present  assembly  will  soon 
provide  for  its  on  a  dissolution,  and*  the 
speedy  election  of  a  new  assembly,  after 
which  both  houses  will  assemble  as  the 
legislative  power  of  an  organized  oon 
stitutional  repnblic. 

In  Germany,  Bismarck  has  made  no 
great  new  movements  this  year.  He 
has  not  checked  the  action  of  the  laws 
relative  to  the  church,  and  on  many  oc¬ 
casions,  prelates  and  priests  have  been 
the  sufferers  by  them.  The  hierarchy 
have  no  means  of  preventing  the  execu¬ 
tion  of  tho  laws  of  1873  for  the  regula 
tion  of  education,  ecclesiastical  authori¬ 
ty,  aud  church  proporty,  aud  the  Pope 
has  hail  to  rest  satisfied  with  his  pre¬ 
vious  remonstrances  against  them.  We 
recently  had  new  evidenco  showing  how 
fully  Bismarck  controls  German  legisla¬ 
tion,  and  the  various  policies  he  has 
been  engaged  in  turning,,  in  to  laws  all 
bear  the  mark  of  his  strong  hand.  Bis¬ 
marck  has  been  studying  Turkey,  but 
we  have  uot  yet  learned  his  conclu¬ 
sions. 

In  Italy  the  year  has  been  oue  of 
greater  political  qaiotnde  than  any  oth¬ 
er  year  for  a  long  time.  There  has 
been  no  new  trouble  about  the  Pope, 
who  has  kept  himself  closely  confined 
in  the  Vatican,  and  the  Ultramontano 
party  have  offered  only  a  passive  resist¬ 
ance  to  the  lawn  which  in  previous  years 
were  felt  no  luavily.  The  emperor  of 
Germany  visited  the  king  of  Italy  a  short 
time  ago  at  Milan,  but  if  the  monarchs 
conferred  about  political  questions,  they 
have  not  yet  published  their  views. 

In  Austro  Hungary,  also,  the  year  has 
been  one  of  unusual  internal  quietude, 
though  latterly  the  Vienna  government, 
which  has  been  compelled  to  keep  dose 
watch  over  the  insurgent  Bosnians  and 
agitated  Servians  across  its  southern 
border,  has  had  more  than  its  share  of 
troublo  over  the  Turkish  question. 
Austria  is  more  directly  interested  in  the 
sultan's  fate  than  any  other  power,  Rus¬ 
sia  not  excepted. 

Russia  has  given  us  little  material  for 
lucubration,  beyond  the  items  incident¬ 
ally  mentioned  in  our  survey.  We  get 
no  news  from  there  of  governmental 
crises,  or  of  exciting  popular  elections, 
or  of  projected  policies,  or  of  religious 
struggles. 

Looking  at  Spain,  we  see  that  the 
young  king  has  maintained  his  place, 
that  the  reaction  against  the  changes 
made  during  the  republic  has  been  in 
progress,  that  the  Carlist  war  is  languish¬ 
ing,  that  the  government  is  controlled 
as  ever  by  military  politicians,  and  that 
no  provision  has  been  made  for  calling 
together  again  the  Oortes,  dispersed  by 
the  soldier  who  overthrew  the  Castelar 
republic. 

All  the  South  American  states  have 
kept  the  peace  with  each  other  during 
the  year,  and  the  emperor  of  Brazil  will 
soon  enjoy  the  pleasure  of  paying  ns  a 

visit. 

The  great  Asiatic  empires  are  apart 
from  ns  in  thought  and  motion.  China 
heeds  us  not,  nor  the  Indies,  nor  Persia. 
As  for  Africa — what  of  it  ? 

So  much  for  the  lands  of  the  world, 
and  as  for  ite  waters,  they  too,  have  hsd 
their  vicissitudes.  On  the  Atlantic,  and 
on  our  Pacific  coast,  we  have  had  a  num¬ 
ber  of  shipwrecks,  with  appalling  conse¬
